H AT through the great Pains and Indu- 
' {try of Edmund Heming, that excellent and 
uſeful Invention of New Lights is brought 
to ſuch Perfetion, as hath given great 
Satisfation in General to the Publick. 
And he had nor only the great Trouble of —_— 
Making, Fixing, and Setling this Invention, but did al- 
ſo run great Hazards of conſiderable Sums of Money 
expended therein, not knowing what Encouragement 1t 
might meet with ; and as all Inventions are moſt 
Chargeable in their Infancy , fo they meet with moſt 
Oppoſition, when they ſeem to Prejudice ſome Private 
Intereſt. And altho the Publick doth receive great Be- 
nefit by this ProjeRion, yet it had certainly muſcarried, 
if great Care and Diligence had not been uſed to pre- 
vent the unwearied Attempts of ſome Perſons. It is 
almoſt incredible to tell the many Troubles and Difh- 
cultics the ſaid Zeming = gone through, (and —_ 
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altogether unneceſfary to publiſh, but upon this occa- 

ſion, and thereby to ſhew how unjuſt the ſaid Heming 


hath been dealt with, by thoſe that 'are concern'd in 
Copartnerſhip with him. 


The firſt great Trouble to him, was occaſioned by 
one Mr. Fernatti, who ſet up the Glaſs Lights in 
Cornhill, and much Oppoſition was made by the Lord 
Mayor's Officers ; alſo the Company of 7allow-Chand- 
lers, the Company of 7im-Men, and the Company of 
Horners, infeſted him beyond Example ; and there were 
many Hearings ( by Council ) before the Lord Mayor, 
and Court of Aldermen. And many Objections thoſe 
Companies did offer to the Court; ſometimes altedging 
that if the faid Heming ſhould be encouraged in the In- 
ventiph., it- would, be. deſtryive to, theig- paggj 
Lrades and Advantage, which indeed they onl 
2t, without any; regaed to the Benefit of the 
All which Objections, the ſaid Z/emings was ed to 
Obviare, and did 'fally-Anfyer, even to cle isfa- 
ion. That at- the fame time, be had all the Care 
and/ Management; ot all the New Lights ſer up in Low 
don, and Places adjacent;; and. the looking after, and 
paying all his Servants, and. himſelf never went to Bed 
all ihe: Wie, till Tue of One 2 ny and was 
conſtantly, up again: at Four: or Five it» the- Morning , 
to, Trim-and Order the Lights, not having; at-that time 
Skilful hands inured to manage. them, And he was 
the more willing to do all this, leſt ſome of his Ser- 
vents ſhould be Brib'd to negle their-Duty, by thoſe 
that were inveterate Enemies to the Invention, there- 
by to bring a diſrepute- upon the Lights, and fo- to 
Ruin. the Undertaking; And 'tis well known. to ys 
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that by __ at unſeafonable Hours, he got a 'Fit 
of Sickneſs, that it was not expected he could live; and 
yet he was ſtill obliged to do more than his ſtrength 
would bear , by reaſon none but himſelf knew how to 
manage the Afﬀair. 

Hereupon he obtained the Encouragement of the 
Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, who were plea- 
ſed to out their Precepts to all the Wardmotes 
and Gentlemen of the Queſts in Londen, recommend- 
wg, the New Lights as worthy of their Encourage- 
ment. 

He did -carry on this Invention almoſt two years 
before any came into Copartnerſhip with him, only one 
Mr. Same! Hutchinſon did Covenant with him, to lay 
in. tor Stock, the Sum of x000 /. when the faid 
firſt began, but.he never received one Peny of the ſaid 
Mr. Hutchinſox to this day ; fo that he was obliged to 

o forward, or loſe all the vaſt Charge and Expence 
had been at. That in the year” 1686. he-entred 
into Copartnerſhip with Mr. Jobs Bulteele, Mr. Francis 
dlwyn, Nr, Haley Biſbep , and Mr. Jobn Reeves, and 
the: ſaid Parties did Covenant to raife 640 /. as prefent 
Stock , to carry on the Undertaking ; and by Cove- 
nants they were obliged reſpectively to pay in their 
Proportions within one Month after the Sea ing there- 
of, orggtherwile every of them did debar himſelf 
his Executors , Adminiſtrators and Aſſigns , of any 
Right, Chim or Incereſt in the faid Invention; and 
ſuch Share or Shares are to be diſpoſed of to thoſe 
that. run the Hazard of Stock upon the Intereſt , 
which was, thought to be a reaſonable Covenant, for 
that otherwiſe any+ Perſon might omir putting in of 
his Scock, and yet might come in. whcn he pleaſed; 
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ſo that all the Expence and Hazard would in ſuch Caſe 
lye upon one Perſon, or more, as it might happen ; and 
if the Invention miſcarried , the others would loſe no- 
thing ; but if any profits did ariſe, chey would certainly 
come in for their Shares. * 

The Stock to be laid in, being 6407. for the pre- 
ſent, wiz. Fohn Bulteele x001. in Glaſſes; Haly Biſhop 
201 for his own 32th Part, and 201. more for a cer- 
tain Gentlemans 32th Part ; and the ſame Gentleman 
laid in Stock 4o /. for John Reeves, and Edmond 
Heming laid in 50/1. as Stock for the ſaid Reeves; fo 
that it doth appear, the faid Zeming hath received but 
804. in Money: ( except the 50/. which he himfelf 
put in as Stock for the ſaid Reeves ) And he hath re- 
ceived no more Money upon account of Stock from 
any of his Partners to this day, and 'yet hath carried 
on this Afﬀair from the year 1684, to the. year 1688. 
and maintained the Lights in good Repaix and Repura- 
| tion, according to his Covenants, to the general 
' Satisfaction of all that have agreed with him, and ne- 
ver did reimburſe himſelf one Farthing, for all the Mo- 
neys he hath laid our from the year 1684. -to the lat- 
ter end of 1687. or the beginning of 1688. and then 
what Money he Received , was Gathered by his own 
Care and Pains, of ſuch-Perſons as he could get to pay 
towards the Lights, or for Lights ſold to other Parts 
of England. That he verily believes he hath not uſed 
much above 200 /. worth of Glaſs more, than for what 
he and Mr. Bulteele had paid ready Money to Mr. 
Haley Biſhop; and he is ready to pay his Money pro- 
portionable to his Share , for what Glaſs more he hath 
uſed ; but the faid Mr. Biſhop hath made greater Quan- 
tities of Glaſs, than ever was beſpoke, or will be uſed 
in 
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in three or four years, tho he was to make no more 
than was neceſſary, or what he ſhould have Order 
for. _ That the faid Fleming came to the faid Biſhop's 
Houſe, -and there ſaw the Glaſs, and told him a great 
deal of it was not made fit for his ſe, and the 
faid Biſhop did himfelt own it, when he heard the Rea- 
ſons thereof; but did deſire the faid F7eming to take the 
whole Parcel, and uſe what he could, and the reſt was 
to be returned ; all which will be made appear upon 
Oath ; yet the ſaid Biſhop hath refuſed to receive back 
ſuch Glaſs as the faid Feming finds not fit for his Pur- 

ſe, and to diſcharge the Account of it. Thar the 

id Biſhop hath been told , and knows very well, that 
the ſame Quantity of Glaſs, and as good tor that uſe, 
may be bought = 691. for which Mr. Biſhop is paid 
1001. which is 40. per Cent. more than Common Pro- 
fit ; yet is the ſaid ZZeming willing to allow that extra- 
vagant Price for ſo much as he hath already uſed, but 
thinks himſelf not obliged ro wrong himſclt and the 
Copartners of ſo much Money, when it may be ſaved in 
dealing with another. So that it's plain, Mr. Biſhop 
never bought his 32h Part to get by that , but by the 


Glaſs he ſuppoſed would be uſed in the Afﬀair ; for as a 


Copartner, every man is obliged to buy as cheap as he 
can; and if a Partner deals in a Commodity, which 
the Invention does uſe, he ought to fell as Cheap and 
Reaſonable as another. But by this means, Mr. Biſhop 
only deſigns his own Intereſt, and not the good of the 
Copartnerſhip, bur it's Ruin and DeſtruQion; tor his 324 
Part will hereby gain more Profit , than all the 
Shares beſides; As for Inftance, For every 1007. 
contracted , Mr. Riſbep's Share is but 34. 6s. 9d. to 


pay towards it; and for every 1004. worth of og 
is 
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his Dividend allowed is 364. r35. 94. more than 
Common Profir. And this Diſcovery ſtriking at his 
Intereſt, and finding himſelf like to. loſe his over«reach- 
ing Deſign, he contrives all ways imaginable to dif- 
inable the faid Zeming , and to make him uncapa- 
ble of going on with his Deſign, as will more appe- 
rently appear by his Fraudulent and I lar AQi- 
ons. Mr. Alwyn having laid in no Stock, by his own 
Hand and Scal hath cut himſelf off of any Right, 
Claim or Intereſt, in the Invention. Mr, Reeves is 
under Age, and his Guardian dead, fo that only Bul- 
teele, Biſhop, and Heming , can AA. Some time 
ſince, one Geary a Weaver in O!d Street, came to the 
faid Heming, and told him he had bought Mr. A4loyn's 
Intereſt ; ro which was anſwer'd, That they could not 
let him in; but if he had a good Title to the Intereſt, 
he might exhibit a Bill in Chaxcery, and they could nor 
hinder him; and the faid Geary and others 
with him, told the ſaid Zeming, That if he would let 
them come in, without any trouble, they would bear 
him harmleſs, and fecure him from any other Pretenſi- 
ons, or any darnage that ſhould happen by their comi 
in upon thoſe ſhares. Whereupon the ſaid Fieming di 
agree with them, and the Copartnerſhip was to be 
drawn to the content of each Perfon, and their Attor- 
ney was to call for it to engroſs; but the Gentlemen 
had changed their Minds, and wonld not ſuffer it to be 
drawn, tifl they had ſeen the Account ; but Fleming 
was adviſed by Council, that he was not obliged to ex- 
poſe his Accounts to Perfons ( as then ) unconcern'd, 
tor by ſo doing, he ſhould give them liberty of being 
or or" off as they pleaſed ; and eſpecially conſidering 
there was a Commiſſion of Bankrupt againſt TT 
Beaſjler, 
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Beaſler, who fold the Shares to Mr. Alwyn, | 
Geary faith he bought them ; fo that in ſuch e 
Right lay in the-Afligns of the Creditors of Yaubeaſler, 
they paying their Proportion of all Moneys laid out 
upon Account of the Shares, with Intereſt, and ſuch 
other Charges as ſhall juſtly appear ; otherwiſe it rig!1t- 
fully devolved to Heming, who indeed laid down the 
Stock. 

That the faid Geary bought the Intereſt of Alwyn 
for 1304. and that by an old Debt too, which is in- 
deed, worth 1000 /. and with good Management, and 
the Improvements that may be made thereof, will 
pay all the Creditors of Mr. Ya»-Beaſler twenty Shil- 
lings in the Pound. After this, Mr. Geary, and thoſe 
concerned with him , preſently apply themſelves to 
Mr. Biſhop, and Mr. Bulteele , who readily compli- 
ed and cloſed with them; But it muſt be confefs'd 
Mr. Bultecle hath ſeveral times ſolemnly declared, be- 
fore divers Perſons, that he knew nothing of thoſe 
Scandalous MPa Tr; put forth in q" Gazette 
againſt Heming, it was done contrary to his Know- 
ledg ; fo that it appears to be chiefly a—_—_— by Mr. 
Biſhop, who hath but one ſmall Share, and Geary and 
others, who have no Right at all in Law or Equity ; 
and yet the faid Geary hath tiled himſelf in the Ga- 
zette, Numb. 2414. a Patentee with Mr Biſbop, inf 
nuating that the ſaid Zemimg hath not any part there- 
in; altho it doth plainly appear, he is a Party in all 
the Leaſes that are made, and all Moneys payable unto 
the faid Heming, or his Receipts. Geary hath ſent 
one up and down the Town, to acquaint the Inhabi- 


tamts, that the faid Heming hath nothing to do in the 


Afair, and was no more but a Servant to them. 
B The 
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"The faid Copartners and others, have called upon 
Heming for 'an Account, and made a great Clamour, 
as if hay had intruſted him with great Sums of Mo» 
ney, and could not get any Account from him ; bur 
it were much more reaſon to give in their own Ac- 
counts firſt, for ſeveral Sums of Money which they 
have received for Lights that the ſaid /Jeming made 
and ſet up ; and he doth not doubt but Mr. Bulreele 
Nath very near reimburſt himſelt already by ſuch Mo- 
ney received by him. That altho Mr. Bulteele and 
Mr. Biſhop never gave any Account to him to this day, 
yet FHeming ſent them an Account in September laſt, 
of all Moneys that had been disburſed and received by 
him, to that time, and the Names of each Perſon he 
received it of ; which Account hath ſince been ſhewn 
to a Gentleman, who they did agree ſhould Audit it, 
and that they would pay ZZeming all ſuch Money as 
ſhould be awarded due to him ; but until Mt. Biſhop 
and Mr. Balteele would enter into Bonds of Arbitrati- 
on with Heming, to ſtand to fuch Award, the Gentle- 
man would not meddle; and nothing being done 
therein, Heming has no other way left him, but to 
proceed againſt them in Chancery, to get his Money, 
which does amount to 11007. and upwards, due to 
him, diſcounting all Money received by him. So that 
upon the whole matter, 'tis eafie to diſcern who hath 

been the greateſt Sufferer for-want of an Account. 
Heming hath raiſed and disbnrſed upon his own Cre- 
dit; 1546 / and upwartds, beſides Intereſt Money, and 
the Damage which he hath ſuffered for want of the Mo- 
ney of his Copartners to be laid: in, proportionable to 
their- Shares ; and the Invention muſt - of neceflity 
have periſhed, if- the ſaid ZZeming had not had goed 
; Friends 
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Friends to ſtand by him, and been otherwiſe Tap 
ed than by ſuch Doughty Copartners. Now . couht” 
any honeſt thiaking man believe, That the faid #e- - 
ming, could pay near 700 /. for Mens bare Wages, buy 
Oyl. lron-work, Tin-Plates, Soder, Wire, Poſts; Boards, 
Painting, Cotton, Working-Tools for the Men , and 
pay Houſe-rent where they work, and all Fees to Coun: 
cil, and neceſſary Charges ſpent in Defence againſt the . | 
Three Companies, and others ; which Charge alone is | 
near as much Money as the faid //eming ever received 
from his Partners, befides his own neceſfary Pocket Ex- 
p2nce relating to this Aﬀair, which he has reaſon ro 
believe to be more than the other, and which he never 
yet charged. And altho the Copartners do very well 
know all this, and Mr. Bulteele lived in the ſaid #7e- 
ming's Houle Three years, and ſaw the many Sums of 
Money he continually paid, and what daily occaſion 
there was for more Money, never receiving one Penny 
of Profit or Advantage from the Invention, till the 
latter end of the Year 1687, and the beginning of 1688. 
And yer the faid Heming.was obliged to raiſe Money 
upon his own Credit, or the Invention had inevitably 
fallen, and come to nothing, 

That by Covenants of Copartnerſhip, the faid Fe- 
ming is to be paid by the Copartners, and to) receive a 
Salary of go /. per Amum, for which there is 200 /. 
due to him, and unpaid, ant of which they have not 
paid him one Penny. It hath been the unhappineſs of 
the ſaid Heming to have to do with a fort of rapacious 
Men, that were in expedation of getting Money by 
the Invention, before they had fearcely laid out any 
Money thereupon; and Wiſe Men have thought and 
declared, That if the faid ZZeming ſhould be able to 

B 2 bring 
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bring the Invention two Years hence, to make good 
the Principal Money disburſed thereupon, it would bea 
very great Accompliſhment ; and yet this he hath done 
beyond ExpeRation. And therefore let it be remem- 
bred with how little colour or pretence , they 
can charge Heming with running the Invention in 
debt ; and whether with much more reaſon it may 
not be juſtly charged upon Mr. Biſhop himſelf upon the 
Conſiderations betore mentioned. 

Thus ZHeming having brought the Invention to bear 
part ofits own Charges, now ſome by Force, and others 
without any Title, will forcible come in, whether he 
will or no, and receive the Profits thereof, with which 
the ſaid Zeming ought inthe firſt place, to reimburſe 
himſelf, and to pay all the juſt Debts relating to the 
Copartnerſhip; the Copartners being bound under 
their Hands and Seals to ſtand by the ſaid Zeming, and 
to fave him harmleſs from all Actions, Suits, and Inci- 
dent Charges and Expences that ſhall ariſe upon ac- 
count of the Invention ; and alſo to pay all juſt Debts 
with the ſaid Z/eming, that ſhall become due upon the 
ſame ; and yet though the faid ZZeming hath ſent ſeve- 
ral of the Creditors to demand their Money of the 
faid Copartners, they have ſent them back again, fay- 
ing, Heming agreed with them, and they muſt ſue 
him for the liesr. Nay, they have brought ſeveral 
Actions againſt him themielves ; and by ther procure- 
mentand inſtigation, have made divers Creditors, and 
others, to do the ſame, on purpoſe to ruin him, if 
they'can, and to deſtroy the whole Invention ; and they 
have been heard to fay, It "they could but lay him faſt 
M Goal, and fo keep him under Confinement , they 
Gould force him to comply, and be Maſters of allthem- 


felves. 
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ſelves. Yet in all this they have hitherto failed, and 
he goes on to ſet up his Lights in ſeveral Parts of the 
City, and Places adjacent, for the Benefit of the Pub- 
lick, being the true end, for which the Patent was at firſt 
granted, 

They have indeed demanded a ſpecial Writing , 
wherein they are obliged to pay all juſt Debts with 
the ſaid Heming, and threatn'd if he would not deliver 
it up, they would Gazette him ; to, which the Anſwer 
was eaſy, viz. That if they could make it appear, that 
there was one Grain of Honeſty or Juſtice in their 
Demands, he would deliver them fuch Writings yn- 
mediately ; but till then, he was reſolved to keep it, 
and thinks he has very good reaſon ſo to do. It can 
te proved, that at the very time, when the ſaid Co- 
partners did call on Heming for his Accompt, they did 
forbid Ralph Grethorex then his Clerk, to deliver him 
his Books ; fo that Gretborex's Accompt is not made up 
to this day; and when Heming Arreſted him for his 
Books and Money due to him , Mr. Geary and others 
Bailed him out; all which plainly ſhews their Conte- 
deracy and Combination againſt Z/eming , even to an 
utter Breach of the Copartnerſhip it ſelf. And more- 
over they ſent Grethorex to all rhe Houſes in and about 
London , where Heming head placed the Lights, and 
torbid cach Houſe my ions f them to Heming, or his 
Agents, on purpoſe to alarm the Town, to give 
People occaſion to think rhat Z/eming was eicher Run 
away, or had committed ſome baſe 'and: diſhoneſt 
Action, whereof he could not juſtify himfelf, and with 
deſign to ruin his Credit ; that the ſaid Heming did 
borrow 100 4 of a Gentleman, who ſometimes after 


called tor his Money, who was thereupon” brovght to 
| Mr. 
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Mr. Biſhop, who knew the Money was all borrowed 
for the Service of the Copartnerſhip ; but the faid Bi- 
ſhop would in no wiſe be concerned therein ; whereup- 
on Heming did give the Creditor as much Commodi- 
ty into his hands, as would fecure the Debt, till the 
faid Heming could otherwiſe raiſe Money to pay him ; 
and upon this Score only, have they upbraided Fem- 
iwg, and induſtriouſly ſpread it up and down the Town, 
that he hath pawned the Goods belonging to the Co- 
partners. 

Now after all this, theſe Gentlemen pretend great 
kindneſs to'me, and offer to lend me 4 or 500 /. more 
than my Disburſements are, upon Condition that I will 
let them quietly into the Concern, and give them my 
Accounts; which I neither can, or ought to do; for 
that I cannot believe they can ever have any kindneſs 
for my Perſon, who have not only, fo barbarouſly 
wounded me in my Reputation with Lyes and Slan- 
ders, that fly like the Arrows by Night ; but have bro- 
ken all the Bonds and Covenants of our Copartnerſhip, 
as appears by the Premiſes. I could add much more, 
but I ſhould tire my felt and the Reader to go through 
all; therefore I will only add this, that notwithſtanding 
all the ill dealing I have met with from my Copartners ; 
yet by the Blefling of God, 1 do not deſpair to be once 
more Maſter of this my Undertaking , and to retrieve 
the Reputation it hath loſt by the ill Management of 
ignorant, unjuſt, and ſelf-deſigning Men. 

And whereas Geary and others, have unlawfully en- 
tred upon the Lighting of ſome Parts of the City, and 
lert Leaſes in Geary's Name, all ſuch Leaſes are naught ; 
the ſaid Geary having no Right in the Patent by the 
Aſſigament of Mr. Akvyn, as he pretends : And the ſaid 
Geary 
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Geary beginning to be aweary of his unjuſt Underta+ 
king, People refuſing to Truſt him with Oy!, and 
other Materials, I do take all poſſible Care 1 can, to 
fupply the firtt Detc& that they ſhall make in Lighting, 
and go on to pertorm my Covenant, as by the Lenies 
bound. 

And whereas each Inhabitant hath an equal Property 
with me, in all the Lights placed up in the Street, tor 
the Term of five years; you are therefore deſired to 
take care that no Perſorr with what Pretenſion ſoever, 
take down any of the Lights, excepr 1 come my ſel, or 
ſome of my Servants, that ſhall have my Hand and 
Seal for ſo doing ; who will take care the Lights be 
placed in ſuch. Hquſes in your Streets, that they may 
be fate, and forth coming, and fit for. your Service for 
the enſuing Year,
